Subsequently the Ministry of Education referred 
the file to us Mdth a request that the Board 
"may again consider the evaluation and 
equivalence of 2nd year of 4 year B.Sc. course 
of Madras University and state whether it can 
be treated as equivalent to Intermediate or 
not for admission purposes." 

Necessary Information has been obtained from 
the Madras University. The University runs 
evening colleges for the B.Sc. course. The 
duration of the course for the evening colleges 
la one year more than that prescribed for the 
"day eolleres". The students of the evening 
colleges take the same e c-minatlons and are 
taught the same subjects as the students of 
the "day cot lege s". 

The mlnlinum qualification for admission to llie 
B.Sc. course is s pass In the Pre-University 
T^xsmlnatlon. 

The students of the evening colleges are evamln'rd 
In Part l-finc-llsh and Tart Il-Laniniat'es at tlie 
end of the Srd year and for Part 111 (main 
subjects ""d ancillary) at the end of the fcsirth 
year of the course. It would, therefore, be 
seen that at the end of 2nd year of the course, 
no University ev^ tnation Is hsld.^^

It seema the Punjab University, by a report Dd decision tslien in June, 1969, 
d^arred all such students who had qualified in pre-medical examt u*"tion from other 
universities with a view to improving their marks percentage, from adnn'asion to 
MBBS course. A copy of an appeal received from some students is forwarded herewith. 

The nunher of seats in medical colleges is very li-ited compared to the 
nuuber of stud^ts aspiring to get adiriesion to MBBS coursij. The selecting 
authorities go by the percentage of marks obtained by the applicants in the 
qualifying examinetion. Those who are unsuccessful in securing admission in one 
yccr, therefore, try to improve their performance next year by appearing in the 
execimarioii aj^“..Ln and sometimes they might manage to secure higher percentage of 
marks in the second attempt either in the samp ttiivereity or frera another 
tfaiversity. This no doubt creates anomalies but the Punjab ttiiversity seans to 
have adopted the extreme step by their reported decision to debar all students who 
improved their marks from other Ifeiversities in the pre-.edical examioBtion from 
admission to Medical Colleges affiliated to that University. The via-media would 
kava been to troat all cases of ' XMPR'VEMEIIt' cs second attacut oases and m-ka 
Buitable deductirnc- fioin the aggregate to arrive at the position in the merit list 
for purposes of admasclon to Medical Cullegos. In fact the practice in the Maulaaa 
Azad Medical College and lady Hardinge Medical College in Delhi, is to deduct % 
of marks from the total marks secured in the second atteaupL by those caudidates 
and assign his/Visr position in the merit llst/waiting list. For purposes of 
nominations to softs reBbrved for Central Government nominees, we have been 
deducting 25 t of marks from the total secured in the second attempt whether the 
second attempt was from the same examining body or from other Chiversity. 

The Punjab Ikiiversity may have their own reasons from their reported 
decision to completely debar students falling in improvement category from 
sdnlsaicii oo Medical colleges. But 1 feel that some solr'.ion should be found to 
ensure that such cases do not arise in future in that Ifciversity or in any other 
Univer.Bity. As Hiivrrsities are autonomois, probably, there is little that can be 
done in rej^rd to the 1969 admissions but, for future, some equitable and 
acceptable solution could be found by the ttaiversity Grants Cormiasion and/or the 
Inter-University Board of India, whichever is concerned. 

In the cixciastances enqilained above, I suggest that the matter may please 
be referred to the IVlversity Grants Comriasion or the Iikoer-Uoivarsity Board for

studerr- who h£-s failed twice can pass the pre-medical axa™*’nation but thneo 
is no provision for improving the Divisicn- 

This ye-ir the liiiveraity Syndicate in order to aceonocodate boys of 
big and well-to-do persons who secured lower perceotaga of marks passed the 
above resolution malojig a false case for raising the standard for edm-igsion, 
We put a sdiiLpl«r question? 

Is a boy who failed onco or twice in the PanJab ttiiveraity and then 
passed getting 655 ? marks, more intelligent then that of a boy who passed 
from PanJab Ifaiversity getting €2!f' marks in the first attempt and then 
70f marks from some other Tfaiverslty in the second attwjj^it. How funny it jj 
that a failed plus passed student la more intelligent than a passed plus

Can any body who loves social Justice Tinagine that in the Punjab 
Hedical Colleges the boys who have secured 659^ to 76^ marks are not able 
to get scats for MBBS course. What a sad state of affairs.

Allotment of land to the Inter-UnlveTslty 
Board for the construction of their office 
building In the Institutional area at 
Rouse Avenue) New Delhi. 


The Govcrment of India have sanctioned the allotnient to us 
of a plot of land mcasnrlnc 0.34 acre (Plot N 0 .I 6 ) in the 
Institutional area at Rouse Avenue, New ilelhl, for the 
construction of our office building. The price cherged In 
R's, 1 lakh per acre as premium plus annual ground rent thereon. 
The ground rent Is, however, payable from the date on which the 
physical possession of the'land Is handed over to us, A sun of 
Rs.34(200/- has accordingly been paid to the Land and Developnvent 
Officer, New Delhi. 

2, At a meeting of the Finance Conmlttee held on 6 th October, 1966 
It was resolved that the Finance Conmlttee be also asked to act as 
the Building Committee and submit detailed proposals regarding the 
niB building at the next meeting of the Standing Conmlttee. Matters 
like ralsir.q funds for the construction of the building, engaging 

an architect and such other details were also remitted to this 
Conmlttee. 

As a result of the preliminary estimates, the Committee felt 
that in the first Instance three storeys with a total plinth area 
of 4,900 sq.ft, per storey would be required. This stage of 
construction would provide for the present needs of the Board and 
the Sports Board together with 6-9 rooms for casual occupation by 
members. The Conmlttee noted that It had approximately R 5 .B 0 , 000 /— 

In the Building Fund. At the construction cost of Fs,35/- per sq.ft, 
a'apToximately half a million rupees would be required to carry out 
this stage of construction. The Committee, thersfore, recommended 
that the member universities should be asked to subscribe one 
additional year's subscription payable In one or two Instalments, 
as It might be found convenient. The Ministry of Adacatlon should 
also be requested to contribute an equal onount. 

The question of building more then three storeys was left 
over to be discussed at some later stage. 

3, Pursuant to the decision of the coard taken at the annual 
meeting held in January, 1969 nt Vallubh Vldyenagar, a rough 
estimate of the space requirements was prepared by the Secretariat 
for the guidance of the erchltects. In workl^ out the requlronent 
the norms prescribed by the Goveriment of India were generally 
follO"ed. However, sllcht deviotions were made In certain cases 
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to suit our special requlraneiits. Considering the rigours of Delhi 
clinate, it was conalderod odvlsable to plan for elr-^ondlttonlng la 
at least two to three guest rooiSt reedlng-cr acnlnar room and n 
part of the office and library balldlng^ Quotations were Invited 
fron three architects If Delhi. 


4. The matter was further coasldared by the Finance C Ittee et 
Its meetinn held on 2nd ^prll, 1969. Before considering the norms 
of acccsmodatlon as worked out by the Secretariat, the Couulttee 
felt that the possibility of raising funds for the construction of 
the building should be further enplored, SoTetal suggeatlons were 
Blade in this behalf and the Secretary was requested to pursue them 
and report at the next meeting. Mention was made In this connection 
of the likelihood of the Uorld University Service teklng over one 
floor end paying Rs.1,50,000/- as advance rent. 

The queatlon of appointing an architect was also left over 
till such tine as these enquiries were made and n more definite 
picture with regard to the financing of the project merged. 

The above auggeatlons were duly approved by the Standing 
Cosnlttee ^t its meeting held on the following day, via., the 
3rd April, 1969, 

5. In addition to our own funds of 28,1,31,475.70, e sum of 
B8.B0|9O6,25 bes been received from the ~ik’'cr Unlversltlos. The 
total anount In the Building Fund eom^ss to F-b. 2,20,301.95 as on the 
9th June 1970, 

6. Periodical enquiries - personal and written - have been made 
from the Ministry of Health, Family Planning, .^orka, Housing and 
Urban Devolopment, regarding the development work in the institution 
area of Rouse Avenue. The Intest position as ascertained personally 
from the concerned Under Secretary In that Mlnlatry reveals that thl 
work will take at least six months. If not more, but that a safer 
guess would a period ranging between 6 to 12 months. Tenders for 
develi^ment work were called for and the work entrusted to the 
selected party, The lay-out, however, Involves demolition of 
certain Government quarters In the area and the reluctance on the 
part of allotteas to move to other area constitutes a major 
bottle-neck In the steady execution of the development work. We 
have been told that any concrete plan that we might be thinking of 
In regard to the structure, etc, may have to be deferred till the 
physical possession of the developed site Is actually handed over 

to us. It will be within two years from that dote we will be 
required to complete the construction.

The Junior geophysicists appear to be getting better 
salaries than the Junior geologists. In the age group 30 - 39 
the geolor'sts seem to get higher salaries at :>re5ent than the 
geophysicists. At the higher level, the gerxkclentlstsi mostly 
.with doctorates get better salaries than the average geologists. 

But their nisnber Is comparatively very small. 

6, The extent of unen^iloyment noticed In the National 
Rerlster is not truly representative, but may olve some indication. 
Seven persons with doctorates In geosciences from abroad are 
currently working In the Pool and 4 more ate expected to Join 
shortly. Pool Officers work under attBchniP'<t to suitable 
organisation, but they have to ffnd regu'p-. positions. The nianber 
of Indian qualified persons on the Live Register of the N,R. at 
present Is 41, none of whom hps a doctorate. 

7, Our stock of working geologists Is orectlcally less 
than the annual out-turn in O.S.S.F, Yet, our geologists have 
to face great hardship In finding challenging and rewarding 
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■•BlcTiBnenia. A large iii—iber of Teseareh fellonshlps were 
offered to goosclentlsta taerarde the close of the Third Plee. 
Many of them have or are taking their doctorates. The pace 
of their atlllsatlon la the expeditious exploitation of our 
natural resomreea Is still considered many knosrledgeable 
persons as far from adequate or even satisfactory. 

SUGGB5T1CNS FCB EirLOYUSNT 

The openings for the geologists and geophysicists are 
relatively scarce. The educations! authorities la the last 
fee years have heen discussing about memployment situation of 
the geoselentlsts. 

Following are some of the sugoestlons that have been 
made by various agencies from time to time regarding solving 
the employment problem:

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BEPOflT OF THE VISITING COiilTTEE ON JAiiir.U AND KASHl!iIH UNIVEPvSITIES 


A Visiting Comn-lttee consisting of Dr. S.S. Pl-'inc'.srkar, Vice- 
Chancellor, Jiwaji University, Shri I.J. Patel, forri*r Vice-Chancellor, 
Sardar Patel University and Shrl Anjni Kumar, P-cretary, Inter-University 
Board, visited Jamriiu and Kashmir Universities from Ifey 16 to 20, 1970. 

The Committee was given an opportunity of meeting the Vice-Chancellor, 
the Registrar, the Deans of Faculties, Principals of some Colleges arrf 
some Heads of the Post-graduate Ifepartiaents of both universities. The 
Committee also visited some of the prominent collages, libraries and 
post-graduate departments of these two universities. At Jammu the 
Coiraalttee visited the present campus of the university. At Srinagar, 
they went round Awr Singh Eagh where the 12^acre campus of the 
university is located. 

The University of Jaimiu and Kashmir was founded in 194B as an 
affiliating and ejiamining body. In 1965 the post-graduate departments 
were opened Uoth in Jamu and Srinagar. The University was later on 
organised on a federal basis and two divisions, one for the Jammu region 
and the other for the Kashmir region were formed. The executive powers 
relating to budget finances, planning, inprovement of standards of 
terxhing and examination were however retained Wth the central organisa¬ 
tion, Bch oivision had its own executive body for conducting the day- 
to-day administration and the academic bodies for Initiating the academic 
progracnies and policies. The Pro-Vice-chancellor of each division was 
the chief executii-e and academic officer of the di jion nhile the Vice- 
Chancellor was the principal executive and head of the whole university. 

The Jamu and Kashmir Comnission of Bv^uiry headed by te.&jendic.gadkar 
in ftbrch 1969 recomrnended the establishment of two separate universities 
for the Jammu and Kashmir regions. This recommendation was accepted by 
the State Government. A Committee under the chaimenship of Shrl Trilochan 
Dutt was set up for working out the details of financial implications and 
other organisational and connected nstters. The report of this Coriir'ittee 
was submitted to the Government on July 7, 1969, The State Government on 
Septenber 5, 3969 through an Ordinance established the two separate 
universities of Jammu and Kashmir for the two divisions of the territories 
of the State and the University of Jarrau and Kashmir Act, 1965 was repealed. 
This Ordinance was later on revised by an Act of Legislature .vhich received 
the assent of the Governor on 13th October, 1969. 

The novel feature of the Act is the establishment of a compact 
University Council consisting of the following r.rriers:- 

l) the Chancellor 

ii) the Pro-Chsncellor 

ill) the Vice-Chancellor of the University concerned 

Iv) the Vice-Chancellor of the other University 

established under the provision of this Acts 
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v) the Pro-Vlce-Chancellor of the Unlver'slty, if any 

vi) the Financial Adviser 

vii) the Educational Adviser to the Government or the 

O.-ficer designated by the Government to be Incharge 
of Higher Blucation 

viii) two [)eans of the Faculties of the Unlvercity concerned 
narrlnated by the Chancellor, bv rotf+in" 

ix) one Principal of an affili^tted coristltut.t co^’.ege 
of the University nominated by the C incellor by 
rotation, and 

x) two nominees of the Chancellor. 

The Cbuncil is the supreme authority of the university and has the 
following powers 

(a) to ffi!ke Statutes under this Act and to amer-d and repeal the 
same In consultation ivith the Syndicate| 

(b) to make Regulations in consultation with the Syndicate; 

(c) to approve the financial estimates framed b-/ the Syndicate 
of the university; 

(d) to approve plans of development and expansion of the 
unlvti-- ity; 

(e) to Consiier and pass resolutions on the annual reports; 

(f) save as otherwise provided in this Act, appoint officers 
of the status of Joint Registrar, Deputy Librarian anr^ above 
and teachers of the status of Readers and above and to define 
their duties; 

(g) to exercise such other powers and perform s jch other duties 
as nfi'' be conferred or iniposed upon it by th. . Act or the 
Statutes; 

(h) to constitute connittees for specific purposes and assign 
such duties to them as it deecE fit; 

(i) to delegate such of its powers to any ,fficer or authority 
of the university as it '-.Sy deam fit, provided that- such 
delegation Is made by a majority of not less than two-thlrds 
of the itiniibers of the University Council; and 

(j) to exercise such other powers of the University as ape not 
otherwise provided for in this Act and the Statutes and 
Regulations nede thereunder. 

The Syndicate, the Academic Council, the Faculties, the Hoards 
of Studies and other bodies are constituted on the usual paite-n. 

In order to have academic coordination between the Universities 
of Janoj and ''^oshmir and to reintaln the uniformity of standords, two 
Deans of Faculties and two members of the SyndicPie of one university 
are the members of the Syndicate of the other univetaltY on reciprocal 
basis. All the Ibans of Faculties of one university are also the 
mendiers of the Acadeiidc Council of the other university. The Chancellor 
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or the Pro-Chancel Jot after consultation »iith the Vice-Chancellor 
of the two uiiiversitiee can effect iritpiv,iinivpr<;ity transiers as 
viell. 


There is a provision In the Act of the Jaminu and Kashmir 
Universitiis that the Chief f.iinister of the State is ex-officio 
Pro-Chancellor of the Universities. The Pro-Chancellor has also 
the autho 'ity to institute an inquiry and follow It up. The Inter- 
University Board, in the past, has nt-t favoured -u.h provisions in 
the Act because they ray sometime load to soma iru-Liads ct university 
authonony. The Committee discussed this quer ion In length with the 
two Vice-Chancellors. They represent thet tiiey have not still 
experienced any such disability and in actual practice because the 
Chief filnister happens to be the Pro-Chancellor, the universities are 
in a much better position in getting financial facilities. Their 
experience also is that the authorities tend to act in the spirit of 
the constitution. Their arother reprosentation is that as almost all 
colleges are Government colleges and education even up to the post¬ 
graduate stage in the State is free, the universities have to deperki 
upon the Government for their finances. P-.i^sumably for this reason, 
the Secretary to the Government, Department of Finance (or any other 
officer nominated by the Government of Jaracu and Kashmir) is ex-offlj;i£. 
Financial Advisor to both the universities. He ‘exercises general 
supervisirn over the funds of the universities and advises the 
univc-sities on financial matters. The Financial Adviser is also 
ox- officlo member of the University Council t '.’ Syndicate of both fne 
universities. Baca use of these peculiar circunstances, they think 
that the situation in Jammu and Kashmir is a very special one and it 
would not be in the interest of the universities if the Chief Minister 
UBS not associated with the universities directly in the capacity of 
the Pro-T' inccll'ir. V'c agree that in vie. of thi- special situation, 
the Chief tci's direct . ssocistl'';i ,,'y n. ' .r all- ad,to come In 

the way of the universities monibersliip of the Board at Uasb for some 
time to .a'.e. Frera the financial statera-nt ' .lat the Committee saw, 
it reali-sod that the universities are beinj liberally assisted by 
I'jay of maintenance and dc-velopriontal grants. 

It is also provided in the Act that the universities cannot 
change the structure or pattern or miKiiura of instruction without the 
prior approval of the State Government. This wO'- disoussed v/lth the 
authorities arvi it is understood that the norral changes in syllabi 
or curricula are not affected by this prov ' ^on. In actual practice, 
the unlv..rsities are frue and are net r. .|U.rod t. go to the Department. 
It is only if the structure or pattern of higher education is changed 
involving direct fireancial involvement in terms of staff .tc. thet the 
Government approval is necessary and this is quite ■ undorstandable 
since the/ depend almost entirely upon the Government for their source 
of income. 


The Coionittec had occasion to visit the Guliaarg Research 
Observatory, The members were impressed with the research facilities 
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available at this centre and would recomnond effective coordination 
between the (Sjservatory and the Universities. This could be secured 
by the post-graduato students of the university doing their research 
in the Observatory and the staff of the Observ?tory undertaking 
teaching and research in the post-graduate Science Departirents of 
these universities. 

In view of the very speci:l circumst’anc, s p:'c\'aiil'Tfl in the 
State of Jarinu and Kashmir and the educ'tiona. pattern of the State, 
the Cor'Mbtec reccmmends that the tv;o univ^r'lties nay be enrolled 
as menbcrs of the Inter-University Board.

A Visiting Conrdittee consisting of >. R. Satyenaie^n, 
Vice-Qinncellor, Osnanla University, Dr. F. Misra, Vice-Chancellor, 
Utkal University and Shri Anjni KunBr, Secretary, Inter-University 
Board, v/as appointed by the Chairman to report on the applications 
of Sanbalpur and Berhampur Universities for membership of this Board. 
Dr. S. Misra could not joir; the other members of the Committee who 
visited these two univers’ties from 8th to lith May, 1970. 

BBU^APUR UjlVEKiITY 

The Berhampur University vras established on the -st 
January, 1967. The territorial jurisdiction of the uni' ersity 
extends over the districts of Ganjam, Koraput and Khondrals-The 
universi*'-' is teaching and affiliating in character, The-e ere 15 
affiliated colleges and university has the post-graduate teaching 
depart,vients of Political Science, History, O-'va, labour and Social 
Welfare, Botany, Zoology and Physics. In adoition to the university 
postgraduate departments, KalUkote College, berhampur, has also 
post-graduate teaching in the subjects of Chemistry, N'latheratlcs, 
English, Fconomlcs and Comi^ierce, 

As Ihe ri 'O’js of thr vni” 2 .*s’'y h:,s ’ ’ ’■ on •’.'p loped 
so far, the university post-graduate aepartmrnts are iocrted in rented 
building, ins'de thn city forming an educati ,,nal complex. The Central 
Library has 6378 volumes. The University ■jrnats Comriission has already 
sanctioned Hs.2.5 lacs for purchase of books. The university is 
proposing to have its own campus at Rangailunda situated at a distance 
of 9 krs. from Berhampur town and 5 kms. from Gopalpur on sea. A plot 
of 97.61 acres of land has been mad# available by the Government to 
the University for this purpose ari steps are being taken to acquire 
further land by the Gcvcr.imprf. A sum of Rs.4.5 lacs has been placed 
at the disposal of thg Collector, Ganjam, fjr paying compensation to 
the private land owners. Ultimately th^ university will have 295.38 
acres of land for its development. The building prograr. fas been 
divided into two phases. In the first phase, the Adminii-trative 
Building, Science Block, Boys and Girls Hostels and Staff Quarters, 
will be L ;,.on up. Th" vrork has already comnenced. IXiring the second 
phase it is proposed to construct Hunanitles "lock, Library Buildings, 
extra Staff Quarters for the teaching and non-teaching staff and other 
ancillary buildings. The university has six faculties viz. Arts, 
Science, Conmerce, law. Medicine and Education. 

The Visiting Conmittee met the Vice-Char"ellor, the Registrar, 
the Deans of various faculties, some Kaads of unii'®'rsitv departments 
and the Principal of Khalliki.-'^e Cijll''gs and < vh.. problem 

facing the university.

SAMBA LPUR UNIVERSITY 

The SanJaalpur University exercises territorial jurisdiction 
over the districts of Bolangix, Kalahandi, Jundergarh and the 
Athnallik Sub-division of Dhenkanai and Boudh Sub-division of Phulbanl, 
Sona of these districts are the most backward regions of the country 
and the population consis-feof 60^ to BO^ of Adlvasls Who' standard 
of livinn is rated es the lowest in the country. There are 25 colleges 
out of ich 6 are piofessional colleges. Only one college conducts 
Post-graduate teaching. The university has t'"o constituent colleges, 
the University College of Engineering, Bur la a-vi the L.R, Law College. 
At present Post-graduate teaching is conducted by the university in 
English, Ih'story, Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry, Biological Sciences 
Political Science and Oriya. The University has the Facul+ies of Arts- 
Sclcnce, Engineering, Conmerce, Law, Education ard ’..cicine. The 
university proposes to have clcpnrtments of A.'pliod Zoology, Industrial 
Gi Business Administration, Ap|r.]iec' rhysicr, ar.i ■■i'‘ri'istry, 

Forestry and Agriculture to provide trained '' npower for a more ratione 
utilisation of tha resources of this area. 

Two sites, one measuring 627 acres at Burla and the other 
measuring 1050 acres at Katapall near Burla have been located for the 
future development for the university campus cf which 453 acres have 
already been handed over t-' the university. The Slate Governrient has 
also sanctioned a sun of Hs.lO I'-cs for the c-nstruction work in the 
first phase. It is estitr; ted that the Physics, Clie 'istry, r'etheirOtics 
Biology blocks would cost about Rs.12.5 la-j and the Hunenltics and th 
Library blocks would cost another 10ii^,5. Th? H?:Lo!ls a' 1 S+aff Quart 
would cost about Rs.11,2 lacs. Besides this the State ■.■■‘’-■.-lent lacs 
agre-od to pay a block grant of Rs.20 lacs per year and university 
Grants Crrmission is also ging to finance the development progpemnw 
of the university liberally. 

The Visiting Cocimittes had the opportunity of discussing the 
various problems of the university with the V^ce-Chanccllor, the 
Registrar, the Ik>ans of some oi the Faculties, local members of the 
Senate and heads of university departments, 

Durirg the discussionc the membi-rs rf *'h i amit'oc' were 
informed how the two universities of Sant-alpur apu Bei-i-c npiTr were 
established on 1st January, 1967 by an Act o' the State Legislature. 

The two universities ape modcUod on the pat.ern of the Utkal Universit 
In both the universities the Vice-Chancellor is a whole-time officer 
of the unlvaKity and is appointed by the Chancellor from a panol of 
three names recommended by a Conroittee from amongst two persons who 
are not meJnbers of the CoPiTiiittee, 

This Coimlttee consists of three meinbers, one of whom shall 
be elocted by the Senate and one shall be nominated by the Chancellor 
out of whoa one shall be appointed by the Chancellor to be its 
ChaircBn. The terra of the office of the Vice-Chancellor Ij five 
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years and he is eligible for re-appeintment. 

The Senate, Syndicate, Academic Council and Faculties are 
the principal bodies of the universities and have been constituted 
according to usual university pattern. 

The Cofiimittee I'cs given to understand that the teachers of the 
universities are appointed by the Syndicate on the reconmerriations 
of a Cbm ittee consisting of (a) the Vicr-Chancellor, (b) the 
Director of Public Instruction, (c) three experts selected by the 
Syndicate, (d) one i.enber to be elected by the Syndicate frora amongst 
the reraining members thereof. The Coiiwittee noted that che respective 
Deans of Faculties and the Heads of the Departments were not represented 
on this Conmlttee for selecting the teachers of the universities, Their 
association with the selection of teachers would enable the Committee 
to have the benefit of advice of two menibers of the academic coanunity 
who would be subsequently very closely connected with the v;ork of the 
faculty members in their departments. The Cont'ittee was of the opinion 
that their association in some form or the other o^y be considered by 
the universities# 

On the whole the Committee vc.s satisfied that these universities 
have received a good start through adequate financial help from the 
State Governm’nt and vic-uld be growing end developing in course of time. 
The Committee was of the opinion that the two universities may be 
firocptci’ np the r.iemhers of the Board.

Deer Sir/Madam, 

I am wrltlag today to seek your guidance In respect of an 
Important mattor which has arisen In cnnseguence of a letter 
received from the Uiniatry of Education and Youth Services 
a few days ago. The relevant portion of that letter is 
reproduced below 

"Considering that students who left the Unlverslt:=is upto 
three years back and were below the age of 29 yerri , 
were also eligible for participation in the Unive-’s!ade, 
tl-" Comnilttce decided to advise the In*er-Oniversl*y Sports 
Board to Invite to the selection trials such non-students 
also, who were eligible under the abo - - cBtegnry, to 
conpete with the University boys and girls. The Ccmnlttee 
fr:t that all possible efforts should Is made to select the 
besr. available athletes In the country who satisfied the 
general conditions laid down for participation in the 
Or.; -.’“rsl'id.i." 

The Spurts Conmlttee of the XDB considered this matter 
twice, once on 12th October, 1969 and then on l6th April 1970. 

At tna first meeting. It was decided as .ollowst- 

"Sesolired also that the eligibility rules as laid dmm 

by the FISU for selection be followed- in selecting the 
Indian contingent....' 

In terms of the rules of eligibility laid down by the FisU, 
students from 17 years of age to 29 year- of age as also those who 
had passed out within the last three years (Au-nisl 1970 to be the 
base for this purpose), were to be Included. Another category of 
eligibility under the rules was the category of enpla^-'ij students. 

When at a subsequent meeting dated 16th April 1970 the matter 
was reconsidered, it was felt that there would be achnlnlstratlve 
as well as financial difficulties with regc^.d to former students. 
Accordingly, the Conwilttee resolved as under:- 

"The C. -fttee reconsidered their earlier decision regarding 
the eligibility of former students for the partlslpatlon In 
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the DnlverslM* and resolved timt such category of 
students be not considered elig ible for selection of 
the Indian universities' contingent, Resolved further 
that nmncB of those students alone be considered who

The following are some of the provisions In the Gujarat Ayurved 
University Act, 1965. 

1, It does not seem to he multi-faculty >:ai*/eT.=lty Inasmuch 
as the preamble to the Act states as fellows!- 

"An Act to establish end Incorporate a teaching and 
affiliating University in the State of Gujarat to be 
known as the Gujarat Ayurved Univtrrlty for the purpose 
of ensuring efficient and systematic Instruction, (teaching, 
training, and research) in the Ayurvedic system of medicine,” 

2 Further Section 2(4) reads as fcllows:- 

"Ayurvedle system of nedlclne" means the Ashtang Ayurvedic 
system of medicine including Nlsargopnrher system whether 
supnlementod cr not by such modern advances es are consis¬ 
tent with the fundamental principles of Ayurved and as 
the University may frtmi time to time deteTmine . 

2, l.no jurisdiction of the University PKtends over the entire 
State In the matter of associating Inslltutloti leaching ayurvedic 
system of medicine.

I was rorliy ''orv hanoy 
that the me'^bers were very clear as to the objectives of f'-o 
courses, the curriculum, its contents and the duration of tco 
course as such and as the members of the Ecuivaie.*»co Committee and 
you rightly nut in, it is necescary fov Pcad-^mir* oruali^v that the 
professional preoaration courses at the ;/testor tev**'!. bo of the 
same duration as the Master Degree Courses in other subjects and 
dlsclolines. It was very gratifying that the me'»'berf of tho 
Equivalence Committee sooko very fi-poly and frr?nkly about a‘l 
these iTBttePS to Prlncloal Mohindru. 

Since no body from the l.C.P.E,, Gwalior attended the 
meeting, I •’UPDosely did not raise the question of the inroortance 
of 'tacticsIs - acquisition of .okllls In different gsmes and r.tWir>t* 
In the Master Degree progranmes, v/hidh are consnit.iECT.»s by their 
absence in the M.P.E, syllebus of the Gwalior (Allege. 'Ml eminent 
professional colleagues in the profession agree with me that ours 
Is a practical course and, therefore, the learning of soorts ski]lb 
is imperative so that tonwrrow’s teachers In Diysical Education 
are efficient and competent to teach effectively the skills in 
different games and scerts. You would have seen from our syllabus 
that In the M.A. fari I we impart training and instruction in 
different games and s'^orts and athletics and In M.A, f%rt II each 
student has to specialise In one major game of his choice and 
athletics. This would ensure that an average gradxjatc of ours 
would be able to handle successfully at least one major game and 
all the events in thesphere of ethlotics. The other S”‘ec^"lity 
we have Is a full-fledged paoer cn Sports ffcdicine as a^so a 
practical examination In the subject. We have three ppac-ieals 
for M.A, Part I, U) Athletics, (2) Games and (2) Kinesiology 
and throG for M.A. Part II, (l) Specialised games (2) Athlo^-lcs 
and (o) Sports f^diclne. 

When T conceived of this progranne seven years ago, 

I sent s draft of oup syllabi to at least a dozen universities 
In the United States and Germany and I havo on record their 
apprcelatlon of our ppogra ranies. From the 2lst to 23rd Fobr^ry, 
1969 we had here a Conference of All India Association of Qollegoa 
of Physical Education and they were all very a loreciative of our 
prograimes having seen our syllabi in actual oooration, bo-n in 
terms of theory and practice. 

You are aiiBre that In the Hiulvalence Coisnittee meeting 
^ T ' p 1 r-rtr « f 
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rather below the par In relation to us and Gwalior. You will 
please also recall that PrinclpalJoseph confessed that the Three- 
Year B.P.E. Course after Higher Secondary had many shortcomings 
and was really deficient. Personally I have alveys felt that If It 
Vi/ere not for the Certxsl Ministry of Education to have soonsored and 
financed this Course at Gwalior, no body would have granted the B.P.E. 
equivalence to a Post-Graduate Dlploira. The reasons arc obvious and 
many. After all a Higher Secondary pass student has neither the 
physical skills nor the necessary maturity to nursuo the teacher training 
courses. Since sports are so poorly organised in our schools, thoso 
who join the B.P.E. Course after Higher Secondary are not suitable for 
admission to this course, and how can they understand Educational 
Psychology, which is so essential for a teacher and -artlcularly a 
Physical Education teacher who requires ertra-ordinary ability and 
experience to motivate the children. 

I am Writing to you so that you may olay your "art in 
rationalising these courses on a uniform basis and av''id wastage 
of our meagre resources and time and the energies of the trainees 
while the thinking of the Equivalence Committee is very clear in 
respect of Master Degree Courses, it is necessary that some time bo 
devoted to the question of this Three-Year B.P.E, Course. As Dr, j’»lathal 
and other members of the Boulvalence Coinrilttee felt, you must follow the 
modern trends olsowhoro and have a One-Year Degree Course in Physical 
Education after B.A./B.Sc. to ■^re-are Physical Education teachers 
for the school situation. For the college and University situation!? eiip 
Master Degro- product would fit in well and we havo further facilities 
for Post-Graduate studies loading to Ph.D. in the subject and in Cul 
course oven better t ained peoolo would be avoiiablo for coilogo'j apr 
universities. 


I shall bo thankful for your considoration of the points 
I have mentioned heroin and for your oursuing them effectively you 
agree with my observations. If, however, you would j.ike to discuss 
any point with rac, I shall be only too glad to come tr Pilhi. any time 
for such a discussion.

The Board at its 4l6t annual meeting held at Mysore on 5th/6th 
February, 1966 considered the question of equivalence of 
degrees and diplomas of the U.S.S.R, and India (as agreed to 
In the protocol signed by the two countries) and resolved 
as follows! 

"REOLVED that the eouivalence of the following 
degrees end dioloriBs of the USSR and India as 
agreed to In the protocol signed by the two 
countries be approved:- 

(a) A diploma attesting that a person who has graduated 
from a Higher Educational Establishment in the lESR 
without defending the first scientific thesis, 
but has passed the State Btamlnatlons, is equal 
to a Bachelor's degree being conferred by 
Universities and other Educational &tabliehu»its 
In India I 
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(b) A diploma attesting the graduation from a university 
or any other Higher Educational Establishment in the 
USSR, equal to a university with the defending of the 
first scientific thesis/diplomas design or diploma 
thesis/before the State Examination Oonnission, is 
equivalent to a degree of Master of Sciences being 
conferred by universities and other Educational 
Btabllshments in India; 

(c) A diploma attesting confernment of a scientific degree 
of Candidate of Sciences is equivalent to a diploma 
being conferred in India, l.e^ equivalent to a diploire 
of Scientific degree of a Doctor of Philosophy,* 

It will be seen that after completing the ten-year school course, 
candidates have to study for five years for their "Candidate" 
which the Board has already recognised as equivalent to a Master's 
degree. In terms of duration therefore if the eoulvalenee of the 
middle schorl course Is to be worked out from the top, it would 
appear to be equal to higher secondary of a recognised Board^re- 
Unlvcrslty of an Indian University. 

The Ministry of Education & Youth Services in their letter Nc,F.l5-lo/ 
6^BSE.2 dated July 23, 1969 has stated that the ten-year schooling 
In the Soviet schools is preceded by one year nreoeratory course In 
the Kindercartons and, therefore, the total period of schooling for 
Soviet children can be taken as 11 '^rs, which is equal to the total 
period required norimlly for the Higher Secondary^re-Unlverslty Courses 
In India, 

Ihe case of Mr. Anlmesh Basu was first referred to us by the Ministry 
of Education & Youth Services. The matter was referred to the Central 
Board of Secondary Education, New Delhi, who on the basis of information 
furnished, had replied that "it seems that llr. Animesh Basu is 
eligible to take admission in class XI of the Higher Secondary thri# years 
course..

The programmes of Naticnal Sports Organisation 
initiated by the Govemment of India, Ministry of Education 
and Youth Services, comprise the following ; 

1. Development of physical facilities 
in Indian Universities. 

2. Provision of coaches. 

Organisation of coaching camp. 

4. Award of sports talent scholarships. 

Of these, the first two are assigned to the U.G.C. and the 
other two to the Inter-University Board of India & Ceylon. 

With regard to the programmes assigned to the UGC, 
the Commission had in August 1969, on a reference from 
the Govemment of India, Ministry of Education & Youth 
Services with regard to promotion and implementation of 
programmes .of National Sports Organisation appointed a 
Gomm1 ttee to consider the matter. The Committee In 
November 1969, recommended the following grants on sharing 
basis for the different projects, as the grants Intimatad 
by the Ministry to be given to universities and colleges 
were considered to be unrealistic*

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Hie CoTimi sslon accepted the recommendation of the 
Committee which was subsequently also accepted by the 
Government of India, Ministry of Education & Youth Services. 
The Government of India have so far placed an amount of 
Hs.'w la]i:hs at the disposal of the U.G.C. for the implemen¬ 
tation of the programmes of National Sports Organisation. 

The Commisslon had invited proposals in this behalf from 
the universities and colleges which have been scrutinized by 
a Committee, appointed by the Commission. The main 
recommendations of the Committee which are being placed 
before the Commission at its meeting to be h^Td on 7th 
October, 1970 are as followst 

"Ca) The Committee noted that the funds at the 
disposal of the Commission are limited as 
compared with the total requirements of the 
universities and colleges. The Committee 
therefore, agreed to recommend the following 
pii-orlties: 

1 . Gymnasium. 

2. Sports Pavilion and trarrit. 

e . Swi mm 1 ng pools. 

. Playing fields and accessories. 

Cb) The Committee was of the opinion that the 
grants could be better utilised if standard 
designs with their blue prints and specifications 
for different projects like gymnasiuni, sports 
pavilions and swimming pools are got prepared 
by archltects/engineors from agencies like the 
CPWD universities etc. for guidance. 

Cc) The gymnasium should be a multipurpose hall 
which can be used for various purposes like 
Badminton, Basket Ball, and Gymnastics. 

Besides these, small rooms should be provided 
in the gymnasium for night training, table 
tennis, wrestling etc. It may be ensured 
that while prepairing the plans and specifications 
proper standards for length, breadth and height 
of the hall are maintained. 

The Comm-j ttee has also recommended grants amounting to 
Bs.29 lakhs for 17 universities and Rs.65 lakhs approximately 
to 8o colleges for the implementation of the programmes of 
National Sports Organisation. 

The Commission had earlier been providing assistance 
to universities for the implementation of coaches trained 
in the National Institute of Sports, Patiala, The Coumilssion’ 
assistance was limited to of the expenditure which was 

to be met from out of the unasslgned grant placed at the 
disposal of the University every year. The Commission has, 
however, now decided to provide assistance to the extent of 
75jS of the expenditure on the appoinlanent of trsined coaches 
(not necessarily from National Institute of Sports, Patiala). 
-The expenditure is not to be charged to the unasslgned grant 
and a separate grant outside the Fourth Plan allocation woiaa 
be available to the University for this purpose. 


contd 
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So far as the organisation of coaching camps 
and award of sports talent scholarships are concerned, 
the Inter-University Board of India & Ceylon has Int-"'mated 
the followingI 

"While the letter initiating the scheme was sent 
out In October 1969 the. actual release of funds 
was effected in February 1970. Proposals to hold 
coaching camps had been invited earlier. Since the 
funds were released later no co>"mitnient could be 
made to the universities for organising coaching 
camps. Therefore, before the 31st of March 1970 
only 17 university level coaching camps could be 
held. In view of the time factor Involved the 
Ministry of Education agreed to the amount being 
■ used by the end of July 1970 instead of 3l3t March 
1970. 

During the summer vacation of 1970, five inter- 
university level coaching camps were held in Athletics, 
Hockey, Wrestling, Volleyball and Football, 103 uni¬ 
versity level coaching camps are props ed to be held 
in the course of this year. Unspent grants which 
could not be used till 31st of July 1970 can now be used 
in the current session as the Ministry of Education 
has agreed to carry forward the unspent grant released 
for the last year. 

Proposals for additional staff to look after the 
work generated have been pending with the Ministry 
of Education for almost a year now. Sanction in 
respect of any of those posts has however yet to be 
received. 


Applications for the sports talent scholarships 
scheme were invited. 297 applications were received. 

A selection committee has already selected the 
required number of students (^0). A few additional 
names have also been kept on the waiting list in 
case some of those 50 drop out or are found ineligible 
in any way." 


With regard to programmes of student welfare, the 
Commission within its limited resources, is already giving 
high priority to programmes of student welfare,. The 
Co^i sslon is of the view that programmes of student ^Ifare 
are integral part of the educational development and the 
improvcmlnt of the conditions ^ which the stud^ts Uve 
and work have a salutary effect on students attitudes md 
performance and contribute generally to creating a helpful 
atmosphere for serious studies. A note ^dicating the 
assistance being provided by the Comm-, sslon to u^versltles 
and colleges for student welfare programmes is attached.

The Commisslon has accepted proposals 
of 28 universities for Student Homes. 


A sum of Ps.35)000/“ is available to each college 
from the Coffiaission for Non-resident Student 
Centre. (.=15.70,000/- for a college with student 
enrolment of 1000 and above.) 

(f) Visiting Studentship: with effect from 1969-70 
the (Jommisslori has introduced this scheme, the 
broad puiTpose of which is to help students to 
know the country by providing opportunities to 
visit places of outstanding interest in the 
field of national development, culture history 
and education. The maximum grant payable by the 
Commission is Fs.5,000/- p.a. for each university. 

Apart from the special programmes listed above, the 
Commission has been assisting universities and colleges 
for the following purposes as a part of their regular 
development: 

(a) Construction of hostels. 

(b) Improvement of libraries with provision of 
adequate reading seats. The Co-nmi sslon's 
norms require an institution to provide 
reading seats for at least Z5% of its roll 
strength. 

(c) Book grants including special grants for 
purchase of multiple copies of text-books 
for the use of needy students. 

Cd) appointment of deans of student welfare 
(for universities only). 

(e) Imp rovement of students employment Infor- 
anrt (.nid-ncP! bureaux. 
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The OoTrttnission has decided that with effect from 
1970-71, the doirnnisSion's grants towards student aid fund 
in universities may be raised from Bs. 10,000 to Bs.15,000 
per annum• As regards colleges, the reused pllotment 
will be as follows:

Item No. 2: To consider the question of ■uniformity ■vd.th 
regard ■to percentage of marks prescribed for 
award of divisions in various faculties other 
■than medicine and engineering with a ■view to 
coordination in standards in universities. 


The question of evol'ving uniform pattern lirl^th regard 
to percentage of marks required for award of divisions has, 
in the pc .,t. been repeatecily brought to the attention of the 
U.G.C. and the Inter-University Board of India and Ceylon. 
Some ■universities award a second division on securing *+555 
marks, some others on securing and while others on 

securing 50^. Some universities viz., Calcutta, Jada^vpur, 
Kalyanl and Visva-Bhara^tl which have honours course for 
D.A. award a second division on securing Similarly, 

for ■third division, some ■universities a^ward it on securing 
33^, some on securing 35% and while others cy.s securing 36^* 
Further some ioniverslties having a pass course award a 
distinction to those securing 50 % marks. 


A number of cases of students obtaining a second 
division in universities where the minimum percen^tage 
prescribed for such division is less than 50% on being 
not recognised by universities prescribing 50% as the 
mini Timm for second division, had been brought to the notice 
of the Inter-University Board. The Standing Committee of 
the Board at Its meeting held in August 1966 resolved that:- 


"As far as the Inter-University Board of India d 
Ceylon is concerned, a second class degree means 
miniTfinm of 50% marks and any dev'.ation from it 
is to be regarded as deviation fi an the standards 
■that the university should try to prescribe.” 


The ■universities have not s^till followel in line this 
recommendation. 


The U.G.C. at its meeting held on 1st December 1965 
had considered the question of uniformity of ma^s 
classlfylnE divisions in the ■universitj ez-nmnations iefe^_eu 
to ^t SrtL G^e^ent of India, ^nistry of who 

hart intimated that non^uniformity in the percentages in 
classir"ing divisions ai’fected the can^uates at the ^me 
of recrli-'^ent to certain posts.

different universities. A similar proposal was al^

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received frcm Panjab University to lay down a unifora 
pattera for classifying marks in various divisions for 
various universities in the country. This question was 
acconllngly referred to the Coimnlttee on "Standards of 
Education" sat up by the Cornmlsalon. However, the 
Committee had not considered it necessary to make any 
rocommendations In this behalf. 

The matter was also referred to the Inter-University 
Board of India fox their views. The Board had intimated 
that the question had been considered by them on a number 
of occasions. At its 36th annual meeting at Donibay in 
February 1963, the Board had resolved that both at the 
postgraduate and degree level in the Facilities of Arts 
Selene e aid Commerce the classification of results should 
be based on the following percentage of marks: 

^rst Class Minimum 60^ or higher 

Cor Grade ’A*) percentage. 

Second Class Minimum $0% or higher 

Cor Grade 'B') percentage. 

Third Class and Minimum or higher 

Pass maik percentage. 

Cor Grade 'C*) 

On the question of prescxlblng uniform percentage 
of marks to classify divisions in the pirofessional 
disciplines also, the Standing Co..n..i ttee of the Board in 
its meeting on 19th October, 1964- had resolved that it 
be recommended to the universities that in professional 
disciplines like aigineering and Medicine etc., the 
following percentages may be prescribed for classifying 
successful candidates with a view to attain some uniformity 
in evaluation: 

Cl) 75^ marks or above .. .. Honours 

C2) 65% marks or above .. .. 1st Class 

C3) 50% marks .. .. For a Pass 

The universities had been addressed by the Board 
on this point. 

The Commission in its meeting on 1st December 1965 
had desired that this matter be referred to the Education 

Cr».ission. The Education Commission in its report made 

the following observations on the subject* 

"We recouimend that the grading or classification 
of examination results is almost invariably done 
on an absolute rather than on a relative basis. 

In our present system of examination, an 80^ marks 
in Matheiaa.tlcs does not convey the same meaning as 
s'.-j Bo% marks In History or English. Again an So% 
"larks on one year* does not mean the same thing as 
8o>» in another year beco.use exeminers may be different 
and there may be many other variations from year to 
year. A system of grading- must be such as to bring 
ov_t whether a student belongs, say to the top 20^ of 
ills class or to the bott<ms 20^. It Is strongly 
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recoMended that even if the present system of 
eiairinations and classifying the results is 
continued^ it should be supplemented by givingj 
in the same certificate, 1:^e relative grading of 
the student, say on a five pointscale. Grade 'A' 
would mean that the student is in the top 2.0$ of 
those who have been successful at the exann'nation•" 

As the Education Commission did not mnice any observation 
on the classification of marks for determining the divisions, 
the Commi ssion decided to make a comprehensive study of rules 
regarding the award of divisions at both the undergraduate 
and postgraduate levels, A note prepred in this belu^lf, 
as placed before the Commission at its meeting held on 1st 
February 1967 , Is attached, (Appendix I), 

The Couiuiission noted the facts in the note placed 
before it regarding grading examinations in Indian uni¬ 
versities and desired that this schedule be brought to 
the notice of the universities. The Cnmnission also 
desired that the attention of the universities may be 
invited to the recommendation of the Education Commission 
as indicated above, A copy of the letter sent to the 
universities is also attached, (Appendix II), 

Subsequently, the Inter-University Board at its 
meeting held in February 1966 resolved that the question 
of prescribing a uniform percentage of marks for the 
award of various divisions in different faculties of 
the universities, be referred to the U.G.C, for necessary 
action, The Board was inforacd of the action taken by 
the Commission as indicated in the earlier paragraphs 
and a copy of the letter sent to the universities was 
also sent to the I.U.B. 

The matter is for consideration.

Vigilance Officers for their iurisdictijn. There functions will 


(1) to entrust ary coiplaint, information or care f'-;!' 
enquiry to the Anti-Corruption Bureau or the concerned 
departmental officer at the district level; 

(ii) to ensure that investigations by Anti-Corruption 
Bureau or departmental officers are conducted expeditiously; 

(iii) to ensuiu that the existing procedures in the 
district offices are examined with a view to eliminating 
factors which provide opportunities for corruption and 
malpractices, 


11, The Vigilance Commissioner viill have the power 
to assess the work of the Chief Vigilence Officers and Vigilance 
Officers and the assessment will be recorded in the character 
roll of the said officers,

At the outset, Dr. D.S. Kothari welcomed members of the 

Standing Oommlttee of the TUB to the meeting. He './-ought that such 
meetings were useful anc should be arranged at s-ui-table intervals. 

Shrl SuraJ Bhan, responding on behalf of the TUB, e'"r*'ed with the 
sentiment. Indeed, he thought that In terms of tli“ new constitution 
of the UGC, t..e Standing Coimilttee could advise the UGC in discharge 
of its functlcns. In this connection, ne referred to the proposal of 
the lUB to create a Research and Reference Cell which would eieble 
it to function better and more effectively. 

Item No. 1: To review the programmes of N.S.O. initiated by the 

Ministry of Education and Youth Services, and prograimies 
of student welfare initiated by the U.G.C, 

Secretary, briefly outlined the work done by the Board 

under the programnies of the NSO. He referred to the 17 coaching camps 
that were held last year. The nunfier of camps was relatively small last 
year as the amount sanctioned was released by the Ministry of Education 
in late February 1970. This year the amount had been released in time 
and 6 inter-university level coaching camps hed already been arranged. 
103 university level coaching camps were proposed to bs arranged and 
most of them were proceedinq according to r.chedule. 

Another responsibility of the Board was to invite applications 
and award scholarships to talented sportsmen at the university level. 
The same had been done and the list had been sent ror final appxoval 
to the Ministry of Education. 

One of the bottlenecks in respect of the implementation of 
these programme bad been the non-avallablllty of additional ataff. 
Sanction to appoint some more staff had been received only a few 
days ago and follow up action was being taken to recruit them. 

There tias difficulty also about the diet allowance. The sanction 
so far was in respect of Rs.4/- per head per day whereas the anount 
asked for was Rs.B/- per head per day as per Ais norns, 

Shrl G.K. Chandlramani Informed that the required sarction 
had Just recently been granted and «bs being conveyed to the TUB. 

Secretary, U.G.C., reported on the progress trade so far in 
regard to the development of physical facilities In the universities and 
for pi.-pvlalon of additional coaches. He explained that the Comrlttee 
appointed to advise the Commission on the subject had Indicated that 
in view of the funds available, assistance in the first Instance ney 
be given to the colleges/unlversltles for construction of gynxiasiian. 

It wes also piinted out that as far as the employment of coaches waj; 
concerned, the UGC had agreed to provide assistance to universities

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on 75i25 bas's outside the Fourth Plan etlocatlon. During discussion 
it was pointed out that the priorities laid down by the Conunlttee 
referred to above for the provision of gymnasia, sports pavilions, 
swimming pools ar-.d playing fields nny not be suitable for all 
universities. It was suggested that on making the final allocation 
the special needs of different universities ney be Considered. 

The question of non-aval lability of mat-hlng grants in respect 
of certain States also came up for discussion. It v.as pointed out 
on behalf of the UGC that the basis for grants could not differ 
from State to State. 


Item No.2i To consider the question of uniformity with regard 
to percentage of narks prescrlbeJ for award of 
divisions in various faculties other than medicine 
and engineer! no with a view to coordination in 
standards in uidversities . 

As a result of discussion, it soon hecan-.e apparent that it was 
not possible ro prescribe uniform percentage of irirks for awarding 
divisions in various faculties, other than irediuin'" end engineering. 
Put in other way, it was noticed that while it v-lutd be possible to 
prescribe a uniform percentage of narks, this would not necessarily 
lead 'o improvenent of standards. It was therefore suggested that in 
addition to categorizing students for various divifions, the univer¬ 
sities nay also introduce the system of awarding relative grades for 
the first 20 students in every subject in the spirit of the following 
observation of the Education Connisslon 

"We recoimend that the grading or classification of exami¬ 
nation results is almost invariably done on an absolute 
rather than on a relative basis. In our present system of 
examination, an BOX marks in IVbthematics does not convey 
the same meaning as say BOX narks in History or English. 

Again on 803^ nerks on one year does not mean the same 
thing as BOX in another year because examiners may be 
different and there may be nany other variations from 
year to year. A system of grading must be such as to bring 
out vtiether a student belongs, say to the top 205l» of his 
class or to the bottom 20X. It is strongly rrcornnended 
that even if the present system of examinations and 
classifylrg the results Is continued, it s:oL.ld be supple¬ 
mented by giving, :.n the same certificate, t-.> relative 
grading of the student, say on a five point-soMu, Grade 
■A> would mean that the student Is in the top 20^ of those 
who have been successful at the examination." 

In addition to bringing this recommendation of the Joint Meeting 
tothe notice of the universities, it was also suggested that the UGC 
might write to the UPSC and the State Public Service Comnlsslons to 
Inform them of the new basis of classification of results. Since some 
of the students pi,.ceedlng abrewd have to get clearance from the 
Reserve Bank of India In regard to their academic standing it was 
further suggested that this decision msy be communicated to the 
Reserve Bank of India also. 

Item No.Si To consider a reference from the universities in 
Andhra Pradesh with regard to the Jurisdiction of 
the State Vigilance OomDlssIon over autonemus 
bodies in the State. 


^ noted that the problem referred to here had already been 
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brought ur»der the jurisdiction of the State Vigf.lance Coiumissions. 

While moving a vote of thanks to the UCC, Shii Suraj Bhan 
expressed his pleasure once again at the successful termination 
of the Joint Meeting and locked forward to rany more of them in 
the near future.

Such 
a recognition of our degrees by the Commonwealth 
Universities would very iiuch help our Giadiates in 
seeking employment in the Coinnorwcalth countries 
as well as in seeking admission for Post-graduate 
studies etc. In the Comuonwealth Universities. 

For the purpose of equivalence, each Conxnonwealth 
University could set up a suitable ad-hoc coimiittec 
to go into the details of the syllabus and courses 
of studies for various degrees awarded by the 
Universities and the IITs in India. This may be 
necessary because as the courses of studies and 
syllabi neybe different and the number of degrees 
in different faculties nay be varied, some vetting 
nay be required at each University by such an Ad- 
hoc equivalence Comnittee.

As you art' no d'ubt aware, the Institute of Chartered 
• accountants of In Ha is the only body which has b'-ot "otuut; ted with 
the task of regulating the profession of Chartered untancy in 

this country. This has been done by the Chartered Ar-to =ntants --^ct, 
igdij. In the i.eld of accountancy, aud't and allied subjects, the 
Institute's ne-iocrship is the highest qualification that can bn 
acquired in this ceuntry. 

The minimum qualification for admission to the Chartered 
Accountants Course is a Graduate of a recognised University but it has 
also been provided that even a person who has iassed the Intermediate 
examination from a .-ecognlsed University, can be admitted to the course 
after he has passed the Preliminary examination conducted by the 
Institute. The standard of the trellmlnary exr linatlon Is '-nuivalent 
tc that of a degree examination. (Copy ef the syllabus ox the Preli¬ 
minary examination is enclosed for ready reference).

Some other universities have also taken similar decisions 
but several others have yet to lake their decisions in the matter.

The Inter—UnivEraity Board prorvddee a useful forum 
for exchange of views and discussion of problems of commoii 
Interest amongst Vice-Chancellors, There are several 
Impoi tant matters like Univ-rsity autonomy, acadanHe 
standards, rcfona in exanination systaas, forging Unlra 
within Unlveraitiea and National Instltutea for h-J^er 
level'3 of Post eJi^-dUBto research and training, medium of 
instruction, etc. etc. which are coTtimon to all Universitlam. 
The research conducted in the departments of Biology^ 
Nuclear Physics, Chemistry, Engineering, etc, which are 
still under the traditional Universities have a great 
bearing on the advancement of agricultural sciencea also. 
There are several other activities also, like Sports 
and CamoB, Student Participation, Youth Welere, HCC, NSS 
Student Discipline, etc. which arc common to all tha 
Universities, including Agricultural Universities. 

Further, the Board is concerned with formulating the broad 
national policy on education at all levels and to enforce 
some standards and code of conduct among Universities. 


I am, therefore, of the opinion that Agricultural 
Undversities also should join the main stream by 
continuing to be members in the Inter-University Board, 
vdille keeping to the extent necessary their separate 
identity throu^ the aesociation of the AgriciiLtural 
Thilversitles. Otherwise, I fear. Agricultural Unlvereitiffl 
and their Assoclstion will shrink in stature and close 
wlndowB to many fresh cwjents of-tho>3^ and action.

Classes* The •Bharati' degree has not been 
recognised by the State Govoi-mue^ of U.P, or any other 
State or Central Government for purposes of employment 
under them. They have also quoted another case where a 
candidate vdio passed the 'Bharati' eacamination of the 
Mah"i"La Gram Vidyapith, A l 1 shabad and B.Ed. of 
Udaipur University hae claimed the post of a B.A.B.T. 
teacher in DelViH , The Miniatry of Education fie Youth 
Sei vices have suggested that a uniform procedure in the 
matter of recognition should be adopted In such cases 
by universities and that the matter may be considered 
by the UGC and the views of the Com'i>-lBBion cummiinicatad 
to the MTo-istry. 

It may be pointed out that the Universities 
are autonomous bodies and recognition of degrees is 
done by the universities thanselvee for purposes of 
edm-ission to higher courses. The '•Bharati' degree 
hns not been specified by the Coirm-iesicn under the 
IXX; Act. As such , any institution can award it. 

The question of its recognition as equi'valent to 
B.A. degree is for the University itself to decide.
